WHEREAS the second division of Wilderness Ijandsm the Township of Tru^ 
TO have been located and taid ojf, by partiiiony in several ranges East and 
West J in hts of one hundred acres cachj mth land^for roads an those several ranges^ 
which roads are not yet opened or cut duiyfor want of yshich the said Lands are of 
little value to the Proprietors: 

I. BEit therefore enacted, by theLieutenant^€hvernoryCouncU andJSssembly, Tfaa^t 
it shall and maybe lawful for the Proprietors of said Lands to return to the Justices 
at the first, or any future General Sessions pf the Peace, io beheld after the passing 
of this Act, in and for the District of Colchester, the names of the Proprietors of each 
and every of the one hundred acre lots,by them respectively owned in the said seccond 
division of Wilderness Land, in the said Townshijp of Truro ; and when a majority 
of the said Proprietors, named in such list, shall, by memorial in writing, signed -by 
tbem, make known to the sMd Justices, at the said next, or any subsequent, Ueneral 
Sessions of the Peace;* that it is the desire of such majority to commence opening of 
such roads; and, in such memorial, shall express and set forth the rules and regula- 
tions which such majority i!csire may be pursued and foHdwed in making such roads: 
and also recommend six fit and proper persons, to act as Surveyors to open such 
Hoads: it shall and may be lawful for the said Justices to nominate and appoint two, 
out of the six persons so recommended, to act aft Overseers, and Surveyors of the 
Roads, in such Wilderness Lands, and the two persons so chosen and nomibated, 
shall be sworn in like manner, and be subject to the like penalties ; for not accepting 
or neglecting their duty, as Surveyors of Highways are made liable to, under, and 
pursuant to, an Act, made and passed in the first year of His late Majesty's Reign, 
entitled, An Act for the rcpairmgand mending Highways,Bridges and Street$,and for 
appointihg Surveyors of highways within the several Townships of this Provioce : and 
shall, thereby, bie vested with all the powers and authority rfaai Surveyors of High- 
ways have, throughout the several Towns and Settlements of this Province ; and shall 
be allowed, for each and every day actually employed as Surveyor of Highways, in 
opening and improving the Wilderness Lands aforesaid, the sum of five shillings each* 
per day, to be paid out of the License Money, raised from Licenced Public Houses 
in said Township, to be allowed and approved of by the Grand Jurors and Justices, 
in Sessions aforesakl ; and the said Justices, by an order of Sessions, shall direct such 
Overseers to proceed to open and make such roads^ agreeably to the rules and regu-* 
lations specified in such memorial. 

Provided always J That before theiakl Justices shall act upon such memoriRl,it must 
be made appear, to their satisfaction, that the majority of Proprietors, who have 
signed the same, do actually own, at least, one half of the one hundred acre lots, laid 
out in the said second division of Wilderness Lands.

thers in the stead or place of the person or persons so refusing, and each and every 
person .'appointed an Assessor, who shall refuse to serve as aforesaid,shall forfeit and pay 
the sum of forty shillings ; and each and every person who has accepted the said office 
and who shall neglect or refuse to make the assessment required within Twenty Days 
after his appointment, shall be subject to a fine of five pounds : which fines respectivly 
shall, on failure of payment thereof, be recovered, by complaint or information, by the 
Overseers of the Poor, before any two Justices of the Peace of the County wherein 
such fines were incurred, and shall be levied by warrant of distress from the said Jus- 
tices, and by sale of the ofiender's Goods and Chattels ; and all such fines, when re- 
covered, shall be applied and expended towards the support of the Poor of the Town- 
ship or Settlement within which such fines were incurred.

An ACT relating to Highways, Roads and Bridses. 



BE it enacted^ by the Lieutenant- Governor j CouneU and Aaaembly^ Tbat it 
shall and may be lawful for the Grand Juries in the several Courts of General or 



BiifTtywt of tU|^l-* 
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Quarter Sessions of the Peace for the respective Connties and Districts in this Pro- 
vince, at such terms as the said Courts shall respectively direct, yearly and every year 
to nominate so many fit and proper Persons as they may consider necessary, as Survey- 
ors of Highways^ for each Township or Settlement ; and the said Court sball^ from the 

Persons 
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Persons so nominated,appoint as many as may be deemed expedient, to be Surveyors of 
Highways, fur the Township or Settlement for which they are so nominated; and 
the Persons so appointed shall be sworn to the faithful discharge of the duties of that to\» 
office ; and any Person, so appointed, having received notice thereof, who shall refuse to 
accept of the said appointment, or shall neglect to be sworn to the faithlul discharge of |^„|g^ i^ 
ihe duties thereof, within fourteendays next after such appointment,or having accepted^ 
shall neglect his duty therein, shall forfeit for such refusal or neglect of duty the sum 
of five pounds.

or day labourer, shall, on every day appointed as aforesaid, eitner by himself or other 
sufficient person to be hired by him, and provided with such necessary implements as 
shall be directed by the said Surveyor, work, and continue so to do, for the space of 
six days in every year, on the said Highways, Roads, Streets, or Bridges, within the 
Township or Settlement where they respectively reside ; loid every hired servant, mi- 
nor, apprentice, journeyman and day labourer, shall, on every day appointed as afore- 
said, either by himself or other sufficient person, and provided with necessary imple- 
ments, as aforesaid, work, and continue so to do, for tne space of two days, on the said 
Highways, Roads, Streets, or Bridges, within the Township or Settlement where they 
respectively reside ; and such householder, hired servant, minor, apprentice, day la- 
bourer, or other person, not attending, or neglectbg to perform the said labour, shall 
forfeit three shillings for every day's neglect.

Issemlly^Thai Commm\t.tr§ 
the several and respective Persons who now are Commissioners lor repairing, keeping ~"^^™^ *"<^*' 
in repair, and paving the Streets and Highways in the Town and Peninsula of HjIi^ •pp<»»toicau 
fax, and in the Towns of Annapolis Royal, Windsor, Liverpool, Lunenburg, and Tic- 

tou, respectively, shall be, and they are hereby declared. Commissioners ol Highways 
therein respect ively,during the pleasure of the Governor, Lieutenant-Governor, or the 
Commander in Chiel, for the time being, for the purposes and in the manner prescribed 
by this Act ; and upon the death, removal, or refusal to act, of any one of the Cora- VaMwic. how

"O^'^-*' enacted^ by the Lieutenant- Governor y ConncU and Jssptnblify That there 

on Articiet of X* shall bc raiscd, levied, collected and paid, unto His Majesty, His Heirs and Suc- 

pIS!l?e«MiSi. cessoTS, for and upon the Goods, Wares and Merchandize, hereinafter mentioned, and 

fwture upon Horses, Neat Cattle, and other Live Stock, imported into this Province, not 

being the growth, produce or manufacture, of the U nited Kingdom of Great- Britain and 

Ireland, or of His Majesty's Possessions abroad, but of Foreign growth, produce or 

manufacture, 
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manufacture, tbe respectire rates, duties, and impositions, hereinafter stated alxl set 
forth, in addition to the Duties imposed by the Statute of the Imperial Parliament of 
the said United Kmgdom, passed m the sixth year of His present Majesty's Reign, 
entitled, An Act to regulate the Trade of the British Possessions abroad, that ia to 
say :-^
